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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, 11-16 and 1 8-20, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid molecule which 
encodes an amino acid sequence; a vector, host cell, methods and plant comprising said nucleic 
acid molecule. 

If Applicants elect Group I, Applicants are also to elect one DNA sequence from 
claim 2 and one corresponding amino acid sequence from claim 1, and one amino acid 
sequence from claim 4. 

Group II, claim 10, drawn to an isolated polypeptide. 

If Applicants elect Group II, Applicants are to elect one amino acid sequence from 
claim 10. 

Group III, claim 17, drawn to a method for detecting a nucleic acid in a sample. 

If Applicants elect Group HI, Applicants are to elect one DNA sequence from claim 
2 and a corresponding amino acid sequence from claim 1. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
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technical features for the following reasons: the nucleic acid capable of hybridizing toa nucleic 
acid according to any one of paragraphs (a) - (c) under conditions specified in claim 1(d) is 
taught in the prior art. Genoplante (July, 2003 NCBI Accession Number CD956065) teach a 
nucleic acid sequence that is capable of hybridizing to a sequence recited in claim 1(b) under 
conditions specified in claim 1(d) (sequence search result included). 

3. In addition, the claims are not linked by a single technical feature because they are each 
drawn to products and processes not shared by the other. The nucleic acid of Group I is not 
shared by the protein of Group II which is not shared by the method of Group III. 

4. Each of Inventions I-III are capable of being separately made, independently used and the 
patentability of one does not render the others obvious or unpatentable. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by the literature and sequence searches required for each of 
the Inventions are not required for another of the Inventions, restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper.
